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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as falling to 

comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It is unclear from the specification what is encompassed by the phrases: "first 
animal noise", "first animal sound", "second animal noise", "second animal sound". 
There is no clear indication what sounds are included or excluded from the above- 
mentioned limitations 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

.Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear what is encompassed by the phrases: 

"first animal noise", "first animal sound", "second animal noise", "second animal sound". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,3,5-7,9,17-18,20,22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by 1,419,923 to Girard. Girard discloses an animal call (can inherently be 
used to call some animal) comprising a first sound generator for producing a first animal 
sound and second sound generator connected thereto (fig 1); wherein the first sound 
generator (1 1 ) and is actuated by turning the animal call over and back (lines 90-95); 
wherein the second sound generator (2) is manually actuated and has a reed (3) that 
vibrates to produce noise which is actuated by blowing the second sound generator (via 
mouthpiece). Girard further discloses a mouthpiece (4), a sound plate and reed to 
produce noise (fig 1 ) and the first animal call is connected to a second animal call (1 1 ). 
Girard discloses a method of providing an animal call having a first and second sound 
generator (fig 1 ); turning the animal call over and back to produce a first animal noise 
and manually actuating the second sound generator to produce a second animal noise 
and the second sound generator has a reed (3). 

Claims 1,2,3,4,6,7.9,17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by 4,211,031 to Gambino. Gambino discloses an animal call having first 
and second sound generators removably attached to one another wherein both sound 
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generators have a reed to vibrate and produce noise when air is nnanually introduced 
(via blowhole 16). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gambino 

in view of 4,888,903 to Knight et al. Gambino discloses all of the elements of the claims 

but for the second sound generator being actuated by sucking to produce a sound. 

Knight teaches having a game call reed assembly (fig 1 ) that can be operated by 

blowing and sucking on the end of mouthpiece. It would have been obvious to one 

having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the reed 

assembly of Knight with the game call of Gambino for the purpose of allowing for animal 

sounds during an inhaling or sucking motion. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-12,21,23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1 3-1 6 are allowed over the prior art of record.
